Student  Government  at  Abbot  is  not 
abstract  and  withdrawn  from  the  stu- 
dent body.  On  the  contrary,  from  the 
time  a  girl  enters  Abbot  until  her 
graduation  Stu-G  plays  an  important 
part  in  her  life.  It  may  be  that  her 
contact  with  it  is  only  in  an  official 
capacity,  and  she  may  be  conscious  of 
the  officers  as  the  girls  who  remind  her 
of  the  rules  that  must  be  obeyed.
